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REMARKS 



Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner for the detailed remarks. Claims 10 and 20 have 
been amended. New claims 21-32 are presented. Accordingly, claims 10-15 and 19-32 are 
pending. 

Claims 10-15, 19-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Poucher (3531935). Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection. Poucher fails to disclose or 
suggest an intake, generally directed in a cilClimfeisnlial direction relative, a rotational direction 
defined ahont said axis of rotation as recited in amended claim 10. 

The Examiner also rejects claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated over 
Campbell, however, claim 1 is within the non-elected embodiment. 

New claims 21-32 read on the elected embodiment and recite further features of the 
present invention which are neither disclosed nor suggested by the cited references and are thus 
properly allowable.
